Last November, Rupp 
was honored by the YMCA for 
his achievements as a basket­ 
ball coach and for his contri­ 
butions to the gam e and its pop­ 
ularity. Rupp said at the time, 
“ I sat at the feet of Dr. Nai- 
sniith for five years almost five 
days a week, three to four hours 
a day, talking about basket­ 
ball.” 
Well, whoever thought up the 
adage “Great oaks from little 
acoras grow,” missed a bet 
when he failed to consider the 
peach basket as a potential pro­ 
genitor.
